Leslain, a 
middle-aged man who

learned of the approach of the Brit- 
ish from machine gun firo in the dis- 
tance.

watched for the

available. 


They had their first sight of the 


advancing forces at the bridgehead 
and saw coming with the attacking 
troops strange monsters which they 
never had dreamed existed.

were the great tanks, and the peo- 
ple staied in amazement as

mighty iron engines ploughed their 
way forward 


Only 390 Germans were holding 


tbe town ana all except a few left in 
the cellars withdrew five 
minutes

The civilians who greeted the Biit- 
ish were two German soldiers, one 
from Alsace and 
the 
other 
from 


Lorraine who 
hadl deserted 
and 


were waiting to giarp themselves up 
to the British witltlwhom they sym- 
pathized. During the three years of 
their captivity the civilians were fed 
by the American relief committee. 
All other food was requisitioned by 
the Germans who placed heavy pen- 
alties on those who concealed any 
For instance, the secreting of a bot- 
tle of ordinary wine called for a fine 
of 10 francs or a long term in pris- 
on and there -was twice as severe a 
penalty for hiding a bottle of cham- 
pagne. 
Many persons served terms 


in jail for alleged violations of the 
orders. 


The Germans stripped all 
the 


houses of the town of their 
furni- 


ture as soon as thev entered. Among 
the houses thus pillaged were five 
magnificent chateaux. 
All men of 


military age weie arrested and sent 
to Germany. Women were com- 
pelled tc do all manner 
of work, 


such as sweeping streets, washing 
clothes of German officers and wait- 
jng on officers. 


Among the most interesting of 


the refugees was a man of military 
age who had hidden in a cellar for 
three years to escape the 
Germans 


and had been fed by his wife with 
an extra ration of food allowed her 
because she had a baby. 
This man 


is 35 jears old and in the ordinary 
course would have been arrested and 
sent to a prison camp as soon as the 
"Germans entered Hie town. 
He did 


not want to leave his wife and baby 
and *o he hid in a secret place in 
the cellar therein making 
himself 


liable to the death penalty if de- 
tected. 


German officers came to live in 


bis house, and daily he heard them 
tramping above him. In accordance 
with the custom, this house and all 
others were searched 
every 
little 


while to see if anv one was con- 
cealed, but the Germans never dis- 
covered his hiding place.

One catches a cold, says Dr. J. H. 


Kellogg, in 
Good 
Health 
(Battle 


Creek. October), because for some 
reason the skin lacks resistance. Ap- 
ply a cold-water compress to a per- 
son's head for several hours, and ha 
will begin to complain that his fore- 
head is sore and painful: he 
wi)J 


have neuralgic pains in his forehead; 
the skin and the flesh become sore. 
This pain is called 
"rheumatism," 


for lack of a better term. It is sim- 
ply a painful, sensitive condition due 
to the lowcrinK of the blood-tempera- 
ture which permits waste mattnrs to 
accumulate in the tissues, causing 
the nerves to become abnormally sen- 
sitive. 
He ROCS on: 


"Thus in a Renoral way we may 


say that the cause for taking an or- 
dinary cold is lowering of the temp- 
erature of the blood, either locally or 
generally. 
If a person has been per- 


spiring from exercise and sits down 
and lets the wind Wow on him he 
soon begins to f««el chilly. While he 
was exercising, his nmscjcs were gen- 
erating heat. 


"For a muscle generates heal, just 


as a dynamo generates electricity. 
By its action, heat is generated, just 
os by th« revolution of the arroalur*- 
of the dynamo elfctrirjty is gen««ra1- 
ed—and. in fact, in a very similar 
way; not in the way a stow ^writes 
Steal, but in the way in wbirli a dv- 
namo generates electricity. 


"If a person perspire wh<*n fx«r- 


cising, it is because 
he 
^encral<v«i 


more heat than is nerde.i 1o keep the 
fcody warm, si it is n^re^qry that th--< 
body should be cooied. and perspira- 
tion is simplv the effort of the body 
to cool itself off. 
Bathing the skin 


with water and allowing the water 
to evaporate also have the effect of 
cooling the skin. 


"Now, when the perspiring individ- 


ual coasos to exercise and sits down,' 
the effect is that of putting out a; 
fire or blowing out a light. Tho ex- 
tra gonorution of heat ceases, so the 
evaporation goes on without any ex- 
tra heat being produced, because the 
skin is wet and the clothing contains 
moisture and the evaporation causes 
a. chilling of the body. 


"It takes but a few 
minutes 
to 


produce this result; then in order to 
warm the body up, the muscles are 
set into spasmodic contraction. There 
are shivering and 
sneezing, 
which 


are signs of a kind of general spasm. 


"When one sneezes, he does 
not 


sneeze with his nose, but through it. 
It is the entire body that is exercis- 
ing. 
Every muscle contracts. 
The 


teet are lifted up from the floor. 
There is a jump of the whole body. 
It would be quite impossible to hold 
anything steady in your hand when 
\ou sneeze; but the motion is partic- 
ularly of 
the 
expiratory muscles. 


There is a sudden 
contraction 
of 


t-hese muscles, with an explosive ef- 
tort of nature to warm the body up. 


"When you sneeze, you say, "Oh, 


I am taking cold." That is a mistake. 
You have taken cold. 
Your temper- 


ature has been lowered and you al- 
ready have the cold, and the muscu- 
lar spasm is the effort of nature to 
cure it. 


"Now if you want to help Nature, 


the best way is to keep right on ex- 
ercising. You feel 
a 
little shiver 


started here and there, and you feel 
chilly. 
Now set 
your 
muscles 
to 


work as hard as you can. That is 
the quickest way to stop the shiver- 
ing. 


"Certainly one can prevent him- 


self from taking cold. 
One sits in 


church and a draft blows on the back 
of his neck. He says. 'I am going 
to get a cold. I shall have a stiff 
neck tomorrow.' 


"You do not need to have a cold. 


Just make the muscles contract at 
hard as possible; keep them working 
so they will keep the skin 
warm, 


and you will not take the cold. 


"And the best of it is that one 


does not have to take gymnastic ex- 
ercises or walk in order to exercise. 
One can sit perfectly still and work 
so hard as to make himself perspire 
freely—by making every muscle of 
the body tense. 
The hands can be 


kept straight at the sides, with the 
muscles perfectly rigid. 
Make every 


muscle of the body rigid and 
you 


•nil! see pretty soon 
tha 
you 
are 


breathing hard. Pretty sooa you are 
taking deep breaths. 


"You may say that it is hard to 


do that, but nevertheless one can sit 
quietly in church or other gathering 
and look the speaker in the face, and 
at the same moment work as hard as 
tho he were running to catch a train, 
or one may sit at his desk and dic- 
tate important letters or papers and 
at the same time bejioing hard phys- 
ical work. 
j" 


"Thus one does not need to take 


cold because he is siicine still, to- 
one does not need to be idle and re- 
laxed just because 
ono 
is sitting 
still."

by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion on the railroads' application for 
a 1 5per cent advance in 
freight

on behalf of the carrier was: "As 
cost increases rates must go up if 
we are to proceed on a sound basis." 
That presents the very heart of the 
whole question with which the com- 
mission has dallied so many years 
without making any close approach 
to a solution. 


The business of the 
Interstate 


Ccmmerce Commission is to exercise 
supervision over the railroads to the 
end that they shall efficiently and 
justly serve the public at reasonable 
rates. 
It is obvious that efficiency 


cannot be secured without making 
provision for the needs of the car- 
riers; that justice cannot be one- 
sided but must be evenly balanced 
to conserve the rights of both public 
and railroads; that reasonable rates 
?re to be determined only by honest 
consideration of their 
bearing 
on 


both parties in interest. 
The pro- 


cesses of the Commission have not 
made for any of these cardinal re- 
quisites to a sound basis of regula- 
tion. 
The greatest efficiency of the 


railroads has been achieved through 
sweeping away, as a war measure 
of every prohibition of co-operation 
and preferential service which the 
Commission and Congress have erect- 
ed to compel com petition and equal 
service to al Ishippers. But that has 
iiot put the railroads on a sound 
basis. Nor can they be so placed un-

To be selfish in a fine way Is to 


carry out one's highest destiny. That 
is real philosophy. It is also real com- 
mon sense. Why is a man put into 
the world if it is not to make the best 
-if himself, to improve himself, to im- 
press himself on his community and 
his world? That Is just what he is 
ntended to do. 


And he does It In two ways: The 


first is by his acquisrtiveness, his pow- 


r to get things; it matters not wheth- 
er what he gets is money, or learning, 
or power of eloquence, or the serenity 
of lofty thought. The second is by us- 
ing properly what he has got whether 
t is money, or learning, or power. 
And if he does use it properly he is 
on sure srround. 
To use it properly 


means that he uses it for his own 
srood and, incidentally, for the eood 
of others, that he wastes it neither 
:n foolish living nor in extravagant liv- 
ng. and. above all. that he uses it so 
:hat it increases even while it is be- 
ng used, so that, in the end. he always 
grows in power and self-sufficiency. 


WHEN ONE MAKES MISTAKES 


Extenuating Circumstances Are Usu- 


ally Cited as Excuse for the Ma- 


jority of Blunders. 


The average fair-minded man ad- 


mits that he makes mistakes at times, 
but, and there always is the exten- 
uating "but" when we seek to ex- 
cuse our failures, he believes, even if 
unconsciously, that the mistakes that 
others make are bigger mistakes than 
ils, says the Charleston News and 
'otirier. Deep down in our hearts the 


roots of self-complacency strike—so 
deep, in fact, that with most of us 
it is useless to try and pull them out 
At those fare times, -when we see 
ourselves as others see us, when we 
begin to understand that we are at 
fault to a larger degree than the other 
man, 
we may make an honest effort 


to overcome the disposition to yield 
to self-satisfaction, but unless we 
work hard and patiently and perse- 
veringly we will find ourselves forever 
falling back into the old habit. It is 
so easy to criticize something that 
another person does that fails to meet 
our approval, and so entirely natural 
to think that we would never be 
guilty of a like weakness.

argue, but we would have discovered 
the error in time to correct it. and 
certainly we never would have blun- 
dered to the extent of our neighbor. 
How do we know what we would have 
done in similar circumstances, how- 
ever, and why should we assume a po- 
sition of superiority which in truth 
we are not entitled to assume": It is 
enough for ns to concern ourselves 
with out own failures, our own mis- 
takes, our own shortcomings, and to 
leave to others the readjustment of 
their own lives.

: I had heard talk in the newspapers 
.of a plan ,to leave the nationality of

be pretty to see," be informed me with 
a smile. "Alsace could vote with 
scraps of paper, bnt never by fair elec- 
tion. .Why? Because she Is French to 
the heart today, and since 1871 she 
•has never forgotten her, loyalty to the 
free republic to which her soul be- 
longs. German editors write edi- 
torials foil of learning to show that 
the children of Alsace-Lorraine today j 
are different from yesterday, because' 
they sneak the language which Berlin 
has forced -upon them.

"Monsieur, loyalty and love are not 


bought without price; that you know. 
the martial courts have sought to si- 
lence us -with frightful grimaces. ri 
have spoken our love for France at the 
cost of our .lives. Executions have 
been many, nnd thousands of years of 
Imprisonment have been ordered by 
their councils of war. And it is not 
alone a matter of language, this loy- 
alty, for the Alsatians of the upper 
Rhine, who speak the dialect, have suf- 
fered no less terribly than the others. 


"In -the larger/ cities, particularly 


Metz and Strassburg, yon will find the 
Germans concentrated most thickly. 
When Alsace-Lorraine becomes French 
again — and we are sure of it, Mon- 
sieur—there will be a scattering from 
those large cities, because the German 
population is mostly of the garrison or 
the official life. And -what shall we 
care lor those remaining? In power 
the German is rude and brutal, out of 
power he Is dull and slavish." 
' 


Must Be Returned to France. 


•!France was wisp,;to send yon here 


on bier' high commission," I suggested. 


"France knows -that I am like "the 


heart of Alsace, all French," said M. 
Daniel Blumenthal. .$Iy own coun- 
try must be returned, to France ori 
there can be no lasting peace. -We will 
accept no sedatives from Germany, no; 
hypocritical offers to become an au- 
tonomous state in the German con- 
federation. it is not alone that France 
wants her Alsace-Lorraine. Alsace- 
Lorraine wants her France." 


Those round black eyes began snap- 


ping again with the joke of it when I 
referred to his escape into France. It 
was not so humorous, perhaps, in that 
July day in 1914 when the Huns ap- 
pea'red with bayonets on their rifles 
and stood sentry on the good mayor 
of Colmar. 


"You Americans do things tout a 


coup — all of a sudden — what you say? 
Maybe' no mayor from these United 
States ever resigned himself from office 
so quick as I: took myself but of the 
malrie of Colmar. 


•"You see I had not been loved for 


some time by Berlin, because I had 
refused to receive decorations from 
M. le Kaiser or to acknowledge that 
Deutchland was uber alles hi Colmar. 
.We Alsatians are not pacifists. We 
knew for quite a while .that war would 
break over as one of these days and 
that the Bpches would come marching 
in with the kind of kultur we hated to 
think about One of my daughters 
thought of what to do, so she said 
to me:

"'Papa, when war conies yon most 


be the first out of Colmar.* 


"So we talk It over often en famine. 


Nothing was omitted. For we knew 
that the name of Blumenthal was at. 
the head of the list of those to be ar- 
rested.

"Blen! It was the day of July 31, 


1914, 
that very polite German officers 


and soldiers arrive to my office lit the 
town hall of Colmar. .They show me 
proclamations from the general com-' 
tnandant, which I am, with greatest 
politeness, requested to post Those 
posters say how danger of war is pro- 
claimed. Colmar Is to go under mar- 
tial law. 
That Is sufficient I am still 


considering my program when more 
gray soldiers come in with, still more 
politesse to inform me that Y am now 
an ex-mayor. A German judge at the 
court of appeals is to take my office. 


Fritz Is "Bone-ln-the-Heaa."

"I see my daughters 1 The day is 


pleasant for motoring} I say! Why 
not a little trip to the station! They 
are delighted to take the air. But 
when we reach the town of Neubrci- 
rach we are completely halted by more 
German bayonets. The officer is full of 
anger and all puffed op with rules, like 
every German. What do I mean by 
driving up to a guarded city with my 
motor? Do I not know the roles of 
war? It makes me nothing when I tell 
the Heir Lieutenant that I am a oeace- 


Cin avocat and ao not Know anything 
about war. He arrests me and sends 
my daughters back home In the auto- 
mobile. 
''• "Herr Lieutenant Is quite German 
in his behavior. He calls a common 
soldier, who goose steps away with me 
to see the general. This poor Fritz 
was bone-ln-the-head, too, as you suy 
it in America. 
„ "'Well, well!' says the general In 
great Irritation, 'what have you there?' 


" 'He was arrested at the gate, Herr 


General 1' 


" 'Take him away!' groans M. le Gen- 


eral. 


"'Jah, Herr GeneraL Where shall-I 


take him?' 


"Take him anywhere. Take him 


to the station.' 


"The private salutes, shoulders his 


jnusket, and marches me away to the 
.railroad station."

The former mayor of Colmar stroked 


his little gray beard and shot bright 
sparks from his round, black eyes. 
• "I thought "the train I took would 
go right across the Swiss border. But 
It was war time, and the Germans 
were not making It easy for escaping 
Alsatians. About two miles from 
Switzerland we were taken off the 
train and left to walk. 


"It was at the German outposts at 


Leopoldshoeshe that we met our last 
obstacle. On the very wall that marks 
the/border of Switzerland stood a.Ger- 
man Herr Lieutenant with sentries. 


"'Halt!' We do so. 
"*Wh"at business have you crossing 


the borders In war time!' 


"'Herr Lieutenant/ I say, 'I am an 


avocat who was obliged this morning 
to cross the border in pursuit of his 
Beacefull calling." 
" 'Pass!'. says the lieutenant In the

Only the day before yesterday his 
tamily received one of his charac- 
teristic letters in which he declared 
that he was all right. His younger 
brother, Russel, who is a student in 
Denison, and is under 24 hours' no- 
tice to leave for camp, was ignorant 
this morning of the sad intelligence. 


W. J. Curren was one of the most 


brilliant y"oung man of his class— 
1913—and gave promise of great 
things along literary lines. Possess- 
ed of initiative and originality he 
was a leader in many college activ- 
ities—president of his 
fraternity, 


now the Phi Delta Theta, of Whlcff 
his brother is also a member; editor 
of The Denisonian; editor of The 
Adytum; chairman of the lecture 
course 
committee, 
and 
identified* 


with other lesser affairs known to 
the student body, he was a general 
favorite, both with factulty and stu- 
dents, to whom the news of his 
death comes as a shock. 
All the 


world knows the service the Can- 
adians have rendered to the cause 
of humanity in this war, and that 
one Denison boy, so gallantly held 
his own among them for over three 
years , speaks 
eloquently for his 


courage and his efficiency. His oc-
